House Budget Protects All of 
Social Security Surplus 

A historic new budget blueprint 
(H.Con.Res 68) passed the U.S. 
House of Representatives last week. 
It breaks new ground in protecting 
Social Security and Medicare while 
providing more federal money for 
education, veterans, and defense 
needs, This Republican budget also 
finds room to give further tax cuts 
to American families, and makes a 
down payment on the public debt. 

One of the hallmarks of the 
Republican budget resolution is its 
plan to set aside 100 percent of the 
Social Security budget surplus for 
Social Security. This means that 
$1.8 trillion in payroll taxes and 
interest over the next 10 years will 
be locked-away for Social Security 
and, if necessary, for Medicare. 

This strong commitment to say- 
ing and protecting Social Security 
has already garnered the support the 
American Association of Retired 
Persons (AARP) and 60 Plus. 

In contrast, the Clinton 
Administration’s alternative budget 
plan would actually spend $146 bil- 
lion of the Social Security surplus 
over the next five years and pro- 
vides no Social Security reform. 

For America’s veterans, the 
Republican budget resolution pro- 
poses an unprecedented $1.1 billion 
increase in VA health care funding. 
This contrasts sharply with the 
Administration’s decision not to 
give any increase to VA health care 
next year, 

The Republican budget plan is 
committed to improving America’s 
schools by investing $22 billion 
next year on quality elementary, 
secondary, and yocational educa- 
tion. This works out to $1.2 billion 
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more than Clinton funding for spe- 
cial education, Pell Grants, and 
State flexibility. Furthermore, the 
Clinton Administration’s budget 
cuts $4.6 billion from the federal 
student loan program, while elimi- 
nating the Title VI block grant pro 
gram which gives money to local 
schools and lets teachers decide 
how to spend it. 

Knowing that Americans should 
get back some of the money that 
they overpaid the government, the 
Republican budget allocates $15 
billion:.for tax cuts next year and 
$800 billion in tax cuts over the 
next 10 years. 

Meanwhile the Clinton 
Administration’s budget calls for 
$172 billion in tax increases over 
the next 10 years to pay for 77 new 
big government programs. Forty 
percent of these new tax hikes 
would fall on the backs of those 
making under $25,000 a year. 

Finally, our budget plan provides 
badly-needed funds to shore up 
America’s military. We’ ve added 58 
billion to the Administration’s mea- 
ger defense budget to pay for 
resources to properly equip and 
train our men and women in uni- 
form. 

To recap, the Republican budget 
would save 100 percent of the 
Social Security surplus for Social 
Security, protect Medicare, increase 
health care funds for veterans and 
education, and provide tax relief. 

While our budget plan would 
accomplish all this and remain 
within spending limits of the 1997 
Balanced Budget Agreement, the 
Clinton budget raises taxes and sull 
exceeds federal spending limits by 
$30 billion,

If we as 


Christians do not respond to God in repentance and obedience how can we 
expect those who do not know Jesus and His salvation to respond to Him 


in repentance and obedience. 


There is another reason why we ought to do some “heavenly housekeep 
ing.” Paul told the Christians at Corinth, “For if we would judge ourselves 
we should not be judged. But when we are judged, we are chastened of the 
Lord, that we should not be condemned with the world” (1 Corinthians 
1131-32). There is a subtle destructiveness about sin which, when undealt 
with, can bring the chastening hand of God upon the life of an individual 
Hebrews 12:6 says, “For whom the Lord loveth he chasteneth and scour 
geth every son whom he receiveth.”” Because God loves His children, he 
will not allow the corruptiveness of sin to eat away at the life of the 
Christian indefinitely. So, in order to be pleasing to the Heavenly Father 
and not experience His chastening, we must deal with our sin. 

A third reason why we need to do some “heavenly housekeeping” is 
because God has provided a means by which it can be done now. | Johns

According to 
the “paving pri- 
ority list” adopt- 
ed by the com- 
mission several months ago, County 
Road 157 followed by 231 and 601 
are the next roads to be paved; how- 
ever, the commission had agreed to 
“work in” these two roads should, at 
the end of the paving season, the 
highway department need a small 
project to work on. 

County Engineer Randy Tindell 
estimated the project would take 6 
to & weeks to complete since the

major preparation has already been 
done 

Dalrymple’s contention was that 
this paving project could be done 
while the paperwork (securing of 
right-of-way deeds) and fence mov 
ing was being done on the other 
paving projects. He noted that the 
road (72)-722) had

A motion was made by Dalrymple 
to pave these two roads. It was sec 
onded by Tom 
Grimsley. 

During the discussion of the 
motion. Commissioner Linda 
Westbrook expressed a concern that 
if these roads were moved up on the 
schedule, money already budgeted

could be spent leaving no funds for 
“planned projects.” 

Commissioner Robert Stephens 
expressed concern about “skipping 
about” on paving projects. He noted 
that everything was ready on Co. 
Rd. 601 (third on the prioritized 
list), and it could be paved now if 
shifting the schedule was going to 
be the rule. 

The engineer told commissioners 
everything was moving along on 
Co. Rd. 157 but time is required for 
landowners to move their fences and 
for construction crews to cul trees 
and clear right-of-ways in prepara

Commissioner Grimsley spoke in 
favor of the motion saying that parts 
of Co. Rd. 157 that are ready could 
be worked on while the paving of 
Dalrymple’s roads was being done. 
This would mean the dividing of 
highway department personnel 
which in turn could cause the work 
on Co, Rds, 721 & 722 to take 
longer that 6 to 8 weeks, 


Commissioner Len Averett, 


whose district Co, Rd. 157 is locat 
ed, voiced his objection saying he 
was not in favor of anything that 
would slow the paving process on 
that road, He noted that this project 
has taken 25 years to finally become 
a reality 

Finally, the vote was taken on 
Dalrymple’s motion with 
Commissioners Grimsley and 
Commission Chairman Kayo Lewis 
voting with Dalrymple while 
Commissioners Westbrook, 


Stephens and Averett 
motion Commissioner Bernest 
Brooks abstained. The motioned

Elba City Council’s meeting busy & speedy

The Elba City Council meeting 
was busy but speedy Monday night. 
The council made a school board 
appointment, a mental health board 
appointment, sold some land, leased 
a building, paid the bills, voted to 
hire a police officer, got a report 
from police chief, city clerk and the 
mayor before adjourning. 

Valarie McGuire was appointed to 
the Elba School Board upon the rec- 
ommendation of Mayor James 
Grimes. She replaces Myrna Cowen, 
whose term is expiring. This is a five 
year term. 

Gerald Tucker was reappointed to 
represent Elba on the South Central 
Mental Health Board for another 
term. He has already served 18 years 
on this board. The board members 
had written Mayor Grimes that 
Tucker was an asset to the board and 
urged his reappointment. 

Grimes gave council members a 
drawing, showing the 5.3 acres in 


Elba City School 
Board hires head 
football coach

The Elba City School Board met 
Thursday, April 8th in the high 
school library, in honor of National 
Library Week. Librarian Margaret 
Calhoun gave board members an 
overview of some innovative hands 
on educational projects ongoing 
with the high school students. She 
told board members there are 5600 
books in the high school library, 39 
magazine subscriptions, videos, 
electronic database, four newspa- 
pers, many educational C.D’s, 
computer with word processing for 
student use and coping service for 
students available, 

Superintendent Charles Pearce 
reported to board members on the 
healthy status of the general fund, 
the child nutrition program and 
other financial accounts. He noted 
the school system is $50,000 better 
off than it was at this time last year 

Pearce recommended the board 
hire Julius head as head football 
coach and Physical Education 
teacher, He reported that head has 
27 years experience, 23 of those are 
in Alabama, He comes to Elba trom 
Goshen, in Pike County and will be 
in Elba for the annual spring train- 
ing later this spring. 

The board adopted the recom- 
mended school calendar for the 
1999-2000. school. year. after—the 
superintendent told them the teach- 
ing staff and administration had all 
reviewed this schedule, School will 
begin for students on August 10th, 
1999 and the final day of classes 
for students will be May 17, 2000. 

Assistant Superintendent David 
Stokes presented board members 
with the recommended list of test 
books for Social Studies, Spanish 
and Music for official approval. 

The board approved the list with 
one reservation, After Di, Lance 
Dyess expressed reservations over 
a Sociology and a Psychology text 
book, the board unanimously asked 
that Board member Reverend A. R. 
Williams first read the text books 
before the school purchased either 
of them. If Reverend Williams 
approves either of the books, the 
board approval is automatic. 


the Elba Industrial Park which had 
been asked for by Cash Brothers 
Leasing to expand their operation. 
The mayor said he understood the 
property would be used to construct 
a building for the expanding bill- 
board business the firm has 
acquired. The council approved the 
sale of the land, which adjoins the 
existing Cash facility, at $2,500 per 
acre. 

Robbie & Sons has expressed an 
interest in leasing the part of the old 
Jr. High building which had been 
used by Guy’s Lawn mower 
Service, according to City Clerk 
Donnie Morrow. The clerk told 
council members the firm would use 
the additional space to expand their 
Operation and seek some govern- 
ment laundry and cleaning con- 
tracts. Morow said they would be 
adixy 3-phase electric service, but 
other’ than that, there should be no 
expense to the city. The council 
authorized the mayor and city clerk 
to enter into a lease with the compa- 
ny on the property. 

Monthly bills totaling $38,275.65 
were approved for payment. This 
included $9,560.18 for vehicle and 
equipment repair (Grimes said the 
major part of this was for back hoe 
and front end loader work), 
$2,822.19 for radio maintenance and 
repair; $745.47 was gas pump pro- 
ject; $9,704.59 was the cost of recre- 
ation team uniforms and equipment, 
$1,280 is the annual flood insurance

And, National Library Week is 
something that goes beyond the 
library and its personnel, Elba 
Mayor James Grimes signed procla- 
mations at both the Elba Public 
Library and Elba High School 
Library proclaiming April 11-17, 
1999 as National Library Week for 
the city, 

In an attempt to create a stronge! 
awareness of the library, Margaret 
Calhoun, Elba High School librari- 
an, said several public service 
announcements recorded by stu- 
dents have been running on the 
local radio station this week. She 
said the purpose of the announce- 
ments is to let people know not only 
how important the library is to a stu- 
dent's education, but how helpful it 


on the library; $2,732.23 was for 
pipe and rock; $818.59 is Elba’s 
share of the Coffee County EMA 
operations budget; and $1,001.15 
for police uniforms. 

Police Chief R. W. Whitworth told 
council members that Officer Doug 
Weeks has resigned effective the end 
of the month to take a state job in 
Houston County. Weeks is also on 
leave for the next two weeks. He 
added that Officer John Bryan had 
just had heart surgery and would be 
out at least two more months and 
another officer was going to school 
soon. Then he explained that the 
department needed another certified 
officers immediately to eliminate 
some of the overtime. The council 
voted to allow the additional officer 
now, rather than waiting until after 
Weeks completes his vacation and is 
officially gone. 

Whitworth also gave council 
members a summary report on 
police activities for the past year. It 
showed the number of criminal 
cases filed, the number solved and 
the number still pending. The per- 
centage of Burglary, B&EMV and 
Theft of Property cases solved was 
each less than 50%, but the death 
investigations, rape and sexual 
abuse cases carried a 100% solution 
rate. 

City Clerk Donnie Morrow 
reported that city crews are now 
pumping gasoline from the new 
tanks. There is still some diesel fuel 
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in the old tanks, but it will soon be 
used up and the tank abandoned. 
Morrow said that no date has been 
set for removing the tanks from the 
ground, but it will be done. 

Grimes reported to council mem- 
bers that a request to the U. S. 
Justice Department for a waver on 
the local match for the COPS pro- 
gram police officers has been 
approved. The original 75%-25% 
match will now be a 90%-10% 
match for the three officers on the 
COPS program in Elba. 

The mayor also referred council 
members to the financial report in 
their folders and noted that the cash 
flow continues to be tight. Sales tax 
dropped last month, after registering 
a high the month before. 

Renovation funds from flood 
insurance appear to be adequate, the 
mayor reported. He gave council 
members a breakdown of all flood 
insurance funds received by the City 
and how they had been used. The 
total funds spent to date are 
$588,506.65 while the flood insur- 
ance received was $647,099.84. 
Grimes noted that most of the 
money was spent on the police 
department and city hall and there is 
still some work to be completed and 
a few outstanding bills. He assured 
the council that a full recovery will 
be possible with the flood insurance 
received.

An electrical fire in the Coffee County Jail Monday morning posed no 
threat to prisoners housed in the New Brockton facility. According to 
Sheriff Ben Moates, shortly after 8 a.m. corrections officers activated 
the fire alarm after noting smoke in a cell block.
